$87,500 for The Wolfpack 5. 


“IS A TURNKEY OPERATION AVAILABLE?” 
Yes, see pages 3 and 5 for items included and prices. 


“tS REPROGRAMMING TO NEW SHOWS POSSIBLE?" 

Yes. But the computer signals which operate the characters are pro- 
grammed by a special computer by a skilled programmer from our 
plant. Cost for custom programming is usually about $3,000 plus our 
out-of-pocket expenses. 


“MAY WE SUPPLY OUR OWN SCRIPT?" 
Yes. 


“CAN SPOTLIGHTS AND CURTAINS OPERATE BY THE 
SAME COMPUTER?” 
Yes. 


“CAN YOU EXPAND OUR SHOW EACH YEAR?”

“WHEN CAN YOU GIVE US DELIVERY?” 

By Memorial Day for either The Hard Luck Bears or The Wolfpack 5 if 
your contract and deposit are received not later than December 1, 
1979. For a custom show to your design we need 8 months after the 
show is planned and the contract and deposit received. 


“WHAT ARE YOUR TERMS OF SALE?” 


Ordinarily payment is made in four or five equal payments, the first as 
a deposit with the contract, two thereafter in two month intervals, the 
final payment on delivery. International purchasers sometimes pay by 
letter of credit, including an additional interest differential, payable on 
shipment.

Usually two or three days.

During warranty period 
only shipment of defective part to and from your site is at your expense, 
or only our actual out-of-pocket expense if we must come to your site. 
Minor repairs can be handled by your employees, but we are always 
available by phone without charge for consultation. 


OUR TRAINING AND MAINTENANCE program practically 
guarantees you a trouble-free year. Normal maintenance procedures 
simply include care for the air compressor, daily cleaning of tape heads, 
and occasional lubrications.
